But if the shame 
and the evil of such an event are to be avoided, or if the 
disastrous influence of the connection of the American 
Board with it, and the stain from such an influence, and 
its reproach upon the cause of missions and of truth, are 
to be prevented, there is no time to be lost. The Choc¬ 
taw and Cherokee Churches, trained into subjection by 
the slaveocracy, and held down under a net-work of des¬ 
potic slave-law, are going over this cataract: and if the 
American Board would not be found in company, acces¬ 
sory before the fact, when they take this plunge, then it 
is time that they should leave the ship and the nets, and 
follow their Savior. A little longer delay, a little farther 
compromise with this sin, and it will be too late, even for 
repentance. Long ago the Board might, with great

dants. The 6th section of the Act 6th and 7th of Vic¬ 
toria, cap. 98, passed in 1843, for the more effectual sup¬ 
pression of the slave trade, provides that nothing in that 
act contained should be taken to subject to any forfeiture, 
punishment, or penalty, any person for transferring or 
receiving any share in any joint-stock company estab¬ 
lished before the passing of that act, in respect of any 
slave or slaves in possession of such company before such 
time, or for selling any slave or slaves which were law¬ 
fully in his possession at the time of the passing of the 
act. Their Lordships at once made the order for the Bale 
of the slaves; and after considering the terms of the act 
of Parliament, and saying that the framers of the act 
must have been aware that the children of slaves “ follow 
the womb,” added a direction of sale applicable to them. 
Daring the discussion, Lord Justice Knight Bruce asked 
if an Englishman went to Brazil, and bought an estate 
with slaves upon it, he would be guilty of an offence. 
Mr. Selwin answered that he would ; for by the act of 
Parliament, any dealing or barter, or transfer of slaves, 
whether by purchase or sale, involved the penalty of 
felony. His Lordship also put the case of a benevolent 
man actually buying slaves for the purpose of manumit- 
ing them, and asked what would be his fate. Mr. Selwin 
apprehended that it would go hard with such an indivi¬ 
dual, for the words of the Act of Parliament were of a 
most sweeping description.

CAPTURE OF A SLAVER UNDER THE 
AMERICAN FLAG. 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE CAPTURE. 

From The Washington Union, August 31. 

The Secretary of the Navy has received the following 
despatch from Lieut. Maffit, confirming the account 
already given of his capture of a slaver off the coast of 
Cuba: 

United States Brig Dolphin, 1 
At sea, Jat. 23° 50, Ion. 80° 42, V 
August 21,1858.) 

Sir: I have the honor to inform the Department that, 
after a loDg chase, I overhauled and captured, at 6 o clock 
this evening, a slaver, surrendering under American co.ors. 
She has on board over 300 slaves, and, when I first made 
her out, was standing for Kay Yerde, with the expecta¬ 
tion of landing her cargo this evening. Her officers and 
crew consist of eighteen men, several of whom are Ameri¬ 
cans. One possessed an American protection. 

I have put the prize under the command of Lieut. J. 
M. Bradford, with Lieut. C. 0. Carpenter, ten seamen, 
and six marines, with orders at once to proceed to Char-

blood and violating the law exiling them from the nation, 
are to be seized and sold to the highest bidder for life. 

The concealment or protection of any such free negro to 
be punished by a fine of f250 to §500, or, in case of 
inability to pay, the infliction of fifty lashes on the bare 
back. Among the Cberokees a law exists against teach¬ 
ing negroes to read or write, of such a nature that the 
American Board and its Missionaries could not possibly 
be faithful to God without exposing and denouncing its 
wickedness.

Eng¬ 
land, under such circumstances, sends them to her colony 
of Sierra Leone (sensible to the last, as she always is); 
but to us there is no such colony. Hitherto we have 
sent them back to Africa, in government ships, and it is 
to be supposed that such will be the coarse proposed on 
this occasion. 

But is such a course to be adopted ? They are here on 
the very threshold of civilization; shall we send them 
back to barbarism ?
